A Prostrate Regime 
IN the family of nations Germany appears to be stricken with 


a fatal disease that is likely to be communicated to the others. 


The decline of the German mark to about a half cent indicates 
the declining pulse beat of German finances. 


It means a further decline of trade between Germany and 
the United States and increasing difficulty of this trade with 
the rest of Europe. The difficulty of paying the "reparations" 
assessed by the imperialist victors is also increased. ..This item 
also makes the French imperialist regime rather shaky, as it 
relies upon getting blood from the German turnip. 


It is an ominous situation for the world. 
While the Ger- 


man magnate, Hugo Stinnes, and the old Russian aristocrat, 
Baron Rosen, curse the stupidity of the imperial 
politicians, 


world finance drifts to more certain ruin, as the New York 
Journal of Commerce puts it: 


That this disaster will Involve not only Germany but other na- 


tions as well Is the fact which stands out in the whole situation and 
gives rise to the gravest anxiety. Russia's financial collapse and con* • 
sequent Isolation has already become the cause of profound economic 
ovil touching millions of people who had supposed themselves In no 
way affected by It. ... 
Further, it is clear that Germany's growing 


inability to comply with the requirements of the reparations agree- 
ment must be a direct danger to France, whose hopes of balancing 
her budget have been largely dependent upon the working out of the 
Indemnity situation. Groat Britain and other countries are indirectly 
affected by the same difficulties, besides suffering in a large way from 
the conditions of disturbance which affect the United States. 


If Germany drifts to a collapse, it-is certain that she will 
carry with her anemic Austria, while the Polish vassal of France 
will also be "deflated," to use a popular term of this era_of re- 
action. Even the Northern European nations, as pointed out 
by this financial organ, "are closely bound up with Germany in 
an economic sense" and will be profoundly shaken by a German 
collapse. 


Meantime the diplomacy of the old imperialist powers con- 
tinues in "the old ruts and the victors are to gather in Washing- 
ton to ascertain whether they can unload some of thejr'arms.
